He told of the Ohio plan 


which furnishes not only books but 
clothes and food for the needy only, 
and ridiculed the suggestion that a i 
set of books be prepared by some one \ 
hired for the purpose and printed 411 
the penitentiaries of the state. The 
greater part of his time was devoted

Teachers are 


often perplexed which is the way. 
Tact and originality are good ways 
to prevent petty annoyances which 
bring on the wrinkles and gray hair 


A teacher by the name of Mark 


Hopkins showed aptness to overcome 
annoyances. 
Mark, the teacher, had 


to leave the school room for a few 
minutes. 
Upon nis return he saw 


the picture of a mule upon the board 
and underneath written "Mark Hop- 
kins is a good mule." The teacher 
seeing that it was up to him fo do 
something, walked to the board and 
wrote tbe word "driver" on the end 
of tbe sentence. 


Careful preparation of each day's 
lesson'by the teacner is another sign 
board. 
Some teachers depend upon 


inspiration. 
Of course, if a visitor 
enters a school where a teacher de- 
pends upon inspiration he nan soon 
detect that tne pupils are inspired 
but not for study. 
No teacher has 


any business in the school room 
without having prepared his lessons 
the night before. Let the teacher be 
willing, acknowledge and correct a 
mistake if he has made one. 


Here the speaker mustrated the 
point by using i^e story of the Irish- 
man who, upon visiting a cemetery 
saw carved upon a high tombstone 
the words "Not dead, but asleep ' 
Whereupon the Irishman remarked 
"Begorrah, if I were dead I'd own 
up to it." 


Another sign board given was- 


Ivnow your children. 
That is, not 


only by name but their environment 
—-the home iife and surroundings. 
Often children are roughly treated by 
teachers simply because the teacher 
does not know the cause of the action 
of the pupil. 
If the teacher would 


know some of the causes the child 
might be treated as a hero instead of 
as a block-head. 


Another sign board—Let us find 
pleasure in seeing growth. 
We, as 


teachers, get a compensation that no 
one else does see, namely, seeing the 
growth of a child. 
The proper en- 


vironment should be placed around 
them. There is satisfaction in seeing 
people grow. To teach them charac- 
ter, good habits, and morals is-better 
than to teach them the Binomial 
Theorem.
